Besides
polishing the boots of tho justices ho
often carried notes for them, and through,
this was dubbed "Tim McClue," by which
name he was better, known to many who
frequented the'building than by his own.
In fact, there were 'many of the younger
generation of lawyers who did not know
that his right name was John Daly.

RAJjEIGH N. C, April 27..A sharp and

rather complicated contest has grown
out of the City Democratic primaries held
here Monday, tho fight- resulting In the

issuance of an injunction by Judge Fred·

Executive Committee from any further
officiai action. The injunction is tempor¬
ary, and is set for. a hearing Friday
morning. Tho bone of contention is that

tho nomination of J. Sherwood TJpchurch
as alderman for the Fourth Ward la

contested by G. W. Goodwin, and now

the new committee that was nominated
in the primary,, claims, the right to hear
the contest, the majority of the com¬

mittee being favorable to TJpchurch. On
the other hand, the pld committee in¬

sists that it is their right to pass on the-

results of the primary they called, Includ¬
ing the contest from the Fourth Ward
this commltteo being favorable to Good¬
win. The majority received by.Upchurcb
was only one ballot, and ..Goodwin's
friends dispute the legality of five of
the votes Upchurch received.. The ques¬
tion involved in the injunction is a new

and important one.

Conditions in Treasury Make
Extra Session of Congress

Absolutely Necessary.

ABOUT RATE REGULATION

Not Likely That Committee'Will
Report Bill That Will Amount

to Anything.

(From Our Regulär Correspondent)
WASHINGTON, D. C, April '27.-tfht

Sonato Committee' on Interstate Com¬
merce is sitting every day, hearing repre¬
sentatives^ of the railroads discuss the
proposition to;'glye to the government
the power to fix,railroad rates. Inciden¬
tally, It may be.stated that the railroad
men who, are now· being heard ore giv¬
ing the commltteo much moro effective
matter frorn the viewpoint of the' oppo¬
nents of the proposition than was given
tho committee lost wlntor. It nee/ns that
tho subject .of government rate-making
is better understood by tho railroad mull

than It waa then. Thero was great ver¬
bosity and much floundering last winter
when the House committee was con¬
ducting Its hearings. A lack of digested
knowledge of the subject was apparent.
Little of this Is evident now, and tho
addresses or argumente of the railroad
lawyers, who have been taking up tho
time of the committee for ton days or

more, have been as concise and pointed
ns argumenta to a Jurj·. '·

But the hearings nro decidedly dull.
None of the speakers have suoceeded
In Introducing any strikingly new mat¬
ter, unless 'the· flat contradiction of the
figures of the Interstate Commerce Com¬
mission's report^ relatives to tho lncreaee
In railroad rates, lh tho past few years
be excepted. -M*.· Walker Hlnes, counsel
for the Louisville and Nashville, made
the contradiction,'· and it Is claimed by
some that he ."made good." But he does
hot possess the 'superhuman gift attri¬
buted to Mr. Gladstone, of making all
figures intereetlheY
A member :.of the committee, discuss¬

ing the apparently greater familiarity
which tho lawyersfor tho railroads have
with tho subject: now than they had a

few months ago, tho result' of study
which had been-neglected, remarked to¬
day that the people were also more

familiar with the'subject now than they
were when it came up in Congress last
winter. None..has been more widely
discussed In recent years, at least. There
has been a.' campaign of education, In¬
deed, and those' who wished to escape
obtaining Information on the subject could
hardly have done so, so full have the\
papers been of. It,, It remains to be seen

whether the oonte'nUon 'of'some of the·
opponents of government regulation, that
the people are losing interest in the sub¬
ject, be correct, it'-i's certainly true that
it does not occupy-so much space In the
public ..press. /This,- undoubtedly also,
Is, in large part,'duo to.,the fact that
tho Congress hasf>eidJourhea\ Members
of the Corrrmltteer-on interstate Com¬
merce should n'qtfbaye expected" their
sitting to lnvestrgatëlthe{Bubject to have
attracted as' groat'interest' as discussion
of the subject in .'Congress, or by one

of the- committees-of- that body during a

session;!'¡ í. ¦¦'¦ ;"·

The committee Is interested In the ac¬

tion of certain labor, unions of Georgia,
and the Travelers' Protective Associa¬
tion, in protesting \ against the propo¬
sition Of the railroad commission of tnat

State' to reduce passenger rates to two

cents a mile. There are three at presen .

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi¬
neers, the Order of-Railway. Conductors
and the Blacksmiths',: ".Machinists Tel¬

egraphers', Railway, Trainmen. Carpen¬
ters' ad Joiners'. Clerics, and Carmen s

Unions all protested against the reduc¬
tion, employing a lawyer-to j-epresent
them before tho commission. They urged
that such a reduction would work against
the prosperity of the State and lead to
reduotlon in the number of railroad em¬

ployes, as well as of their wages. The
Travelers' Protective Association of

Georgia also protested against the reduc¬
tion, on tho ground .that it would cause

fe'wfer trains a day and poorer service.
It Is not believed that there is anoth¬

er cose on record where there has been
a protest from the publlo against the re¬

duction of railway chargos. There Is
little prospect that, the Interstate Com¬
merce Committee will make any startling
recommendations to Congress. Tho com¬

mittee will in all probability report a

bill. But It will be "such a lltUe one,
as Jack Easy'e wet-nurse Is reported to

have said, that it will hot do the shipper
any good or tho railroads any· harm. This
was true of tho' Townsend-Esch bill which
pnssed tho last House. It Is likely to be
true In a more marked degree of a biff
with which Stophon B. Elklns has^any-
thing to do.· And he will have all to do

with tho one the .committee on Inter¬
state commeroe, of which he Is the chair¬
man, will report to the Senate. next De-
comber or whenever the Congress meets.

The President said early In March that
there would bo an extra session called
for tho first of Ootober "sure pop," he
addod. If an extra, session was neces¬

sary then "Its necessity now Is much·
more apparent. Indeed, It Is hard to
see how tho interests of the country can

afford to wait so long for relief. When
the, President mado the remark quoted
ho thought the deficit, in the treasury
would amount to only eighteen million
this yeur. Ho had the assurance' of Sec¬
retary Shaw that this would provo a fact.
The deficit Is now about $30,000,000. There
are some who claim It wlU reach f36,000,-
00 by tho end of the fiscal year. Joseph
S. McCoy, tho aotuary of the treasury,
says it will not bo over $28,000,000. But
all admit It will bo greater next year than
this and greater the following year than
next year. Something has to be done.
There aro alternatives. To the average
Domocrat, It will appear there Is only one
course' to pursue: Reduce the tariff on

certain artloles, so that there may be re¬

venue from importa, The tariff at pres¬
ent on many articles Is SP high aa to be
prohibitory, Thore Is no revenue to the
government from the importation of many
articles of commerce. They are not Im¬
ported and liavo not been since the pro¬
tective tariff of William McKinley has
been In oporutlon,
There Ih much talk of a tariff on all

corfeo Imported other.than from Porto
Blco and tho Philippines.. But. the fa¬
vorito Itopublican campaJffn cry of tm>
poor man's "froo breakfast table" stands
in the way. It Is said that a tariff of five
cents a pound on coffpe would wipe out
tho deficit. During tho war with Spain
the tax on ««.pirita and *eer was increase.·,
to $2, it wus out In half after the.war
through the infiunenoe af the brewers,
which is very strong In the JïouBe and
Senate us well. A proposition to Increase
It uguin would meet with strong oppo-
Hltlon. Indued, un attempt to meet the
deficit in any of the way» mentioned
would precipitate a great fight.
